Dr. George K. Brady, professor of 
English at the University, and mem- 
ber of a five man US educational - 
culture commission, was granted an 
audience with the Japanese emperor. 
Hirohito, on Oct. 29, according to 
letters received by Mrs. Brady. 
Emperor Prolonged Interview 

the meeting took place in one of 
the lesser palaces on the royal 
grounds, the main palace having 
been destroyed during the war by 
American incendiary bombs. Origi- 
nally scheduled for only 30 minutes, 
the meeting lasted more than an 
hour, and the American party later 
discovered that the prime minister 
had been kept waiting 40 minutes 
while the emperor prolonged the 
Interview with his vistors. 

"After being shown into the aud- 
ience chamber " Dr. Brady wrote, 
"we stood about and waited for t he 
emperor to make his entry. When 
he came in. I could not help think- 
ing. 'So this is an emperor'. 

"He looked like a quite, unassum- 
ing and bashful man and was obvi- 
ously much more nervous ihan we 
were In fact, he suffers from some 
sort of nervous disorder that nakes 
his hands tremble considerably and 
his body movements a bit unsteady. 
He was introduced to each of us in 
turn and shook hands as we were 
presented to him. I noticed particul- 
arly that he advanced while we stood 
still. 

"After the presentation we all sat 
down in a rather formal circle and 
he talked to each member in trun. 
asking our impressions of Japan. 
We sat easilv in our chair but ihc 
emperor sat on the edge of his chair 
as though he was about to leap up 
and run away like a frightened child 
However, as nearly as on can tell he 
appeared very much interested in 
our replies and once or twice laughed 
rather heartily at the discussion, 
especially after we quit playing ring- 
around-the-rosy and started making 
remarks out of formal turn. 

Making Effort To Be Friendly 

"Once when I said I hojied he 
would not form an impression of 
American culture by listening to the 
American radio in Tokyo, he leaned 
back in his chair and let 'io with 
some really genuine laughter. By 
that time one had come to rather 
like the man who was evidently 
making a temendous effort to be 
friendly." 

Dr. Bady. who has been on the 
UK faculty since 1925 and who was 
acting head of the Department ol 
EnglishTrom February. 1947. to Aug- 
ust. 1948. is literary expert in the 
social sciences. 

Interpreters Incompetent 

One of the chief difficulties his 



group has encountered, said Dr. 
Bady. is the lack of competent In- 
terpreters. Quite often a Japanese 
scholar makes a long reply in answer 
to some question put to him by the 
American educators, only to have 
the Interpreter turn and say, "He 
made a long speach, but I cannot 
understand what he is talking about, 
and so I am sorry that I cannot 
Lranslate >t." 

Even when the interpreter ihinks 
that he understands perfectly, 
strange twists are often 3iven in 
translation. Dr Bady related that 
in one of his conferences he used the 
phase "out of sight, out of mind" 
only to have It translated into Jap- 
anese as blind and crazy".

Assembly Approves 
SGA Activity Budget 



The assembly of the Student Oov-<?~ 
eminent Association recently ap- 
proved a budget of $7275 to cover 
SGA activities for the 1948-49 schoo: 
year. 

The budget is based on expendi- 
tures of previous years, and is fi- 
nanced by the $1 contribution made 
by .each University student through 
annual registration fees. 

The following is a summary of the 
new budget, by Fred Nichols, SGA 
treasurer: 

1. Student Directory i$2000i. SGA 
finances the annually published 
booklet containing names and ad- 
dresses of all University students. 
The editorial staff of the Directory 
Is composed entirely of SGA as- 
sembly members. 

2. The Kentuckian <$800>. The an- 
nual SGA appropriation for the 
yearbook varies with the size of 
the student body. Technically, the 
$800 is in payment of the pages on 
which junior and senior classes' 
pictures appear, thereby eliminat- 

I ing the necessity of a blanket as- 
| sessment of juniors and seniors for 

the pages devoted to activities of 

those classes. 

3. Clerical and Stenographic Ex- 
penses $250i. This is a fixed an- 
nual expenditure and is used to 
defray expenses for supplies and 
clerical help in the SGA office. 

4. Election Expenses $100i Tit's 
sum covers costs of ballots, elec- 
tion publicity, and incidental ex- 
penses for the two campus-wide 
SGA elections held each year. 

5. Social Fund i$1000i. Most of 
the social fund appropriation goes 
for the annual Senior D'-nce. given 
in the spring for graduating seniors. 
Included are such items as rental 
of the ballroom, and cost of the 
orchestra. 

6. Vocational Guidance ($500). 
This amount covers costs of lec- 
tures and other general aids to the 
student body to be presented dur- 
ing the school year. 

7. Keys for SGA Assembly < $125 > 
The SGA budget annually includes 
an item for the purchase of keys 
to SGA assemblymen. 

8. Freshman Orientation i$300i. 
SGA works closely with other de- 
partments of the University in the 
Freshman Week program each year. 
"College Night." including a dance in 
the SUB with an orchestra, is fi- 



nanced exclusively by SGA. 

9. Freshman Handbook i $500 1 The 
appropriation for the K Book pays 
most of the expense of its publica- 
tion each year. Although other or- 
ganizations contribute, according 
to the space devoted to them in the 
booklet. SGA furnishes the largest 
single amount. 

10. Convocation and Forum <$800i 
At least once each year SGA brings 
an outstanding speaker to the cam- 
pus. This event is financed by the 
budget, as are other similar projects 

11. Convention and Travel ifKWi. 
This section of the SGA budget is 
broken down as follows: National 
Student Association annual dues. 
$300: travel to the annual conven- 
tion in August, four people at $75 
each to Milwaukee. $300. 

12. Contributions and Solicitations 
i$100>. This item is intended to take 
care of needy campus projects af- 
fecting the entire student body, and 
not for off-campus solicitations. 

13. Miscellaneous <$200>. This is a 
fund set up to take care of 
seen emergencies.
